-  Buying  candy  canes  for  Santa  Claus  and  the  rental  fee  for  the  loud  speaker  system  used 
during  his  trip  around  the  Park 

-  Miscellaneous  expenses  needed  for  postage  stamps,  coffee,  tea,  flags,  etc.
